2(//y,  I  ihall  fliew  when  it  may  be  laid 
to  be  properly  exercifed.  Then,  Sir, 
you  ihall  have  fume  rare  examples  of 
cur  faihionable  difcipline.  ’ 

To  ;iave  my  way  for  illuftrating  my 
firft  propuntion,  I  muft  premife,  that, 
amongft  the  chara^eriftics  of  a  true 
church,  I  have  always  reckoned  the  three 
following,  viz*  That  the  plain,  bmplc 
truths  of  the  gofpel  be  thercia  taught, 
VoL.

governed  according  to  his  order,  being 
hedged  in  by -  His  falutary-' laws.  A 
church  the  Almighty  had  from  the  com¬ 
mencement  bjf^time — a*  church  vifible 
the  MeiTias  prwniHed  ihould  be  built, 
whereof  he  is  fHc  head  and  governor— 
a  church  was  cohftitutcd  by  his  apoftles;

would  be  loft,  even  although  it  had  been 
at  firft  revealed  by  God. 

Xht!*  i  plain  to  a  demonftration,  from 
the  many  dead  languages,  of  which  not 
one  word  underftood  but  by  the  learn¬ 
ed.  In’Ihort,  all  living  languages  arc 
fluduating;  old  words  forgot,  new  in¬ 
troduced;  many  of  the  laft  arc  ow'ingtp 
childicn’s  not  being  able  to  pronouiic^ 
all  the  letters.  Alninft  all  our  proper 
names  are  altered  that  way:  feveral  of 
their  little  words  are  introduced  in  jc^re, 
ai  d  continued  through  cuftom.

As  iliere  was  only  one  pair  of  parents 
in  oiic  jhacc,  their  children  would  natu- 
lally  live  in  a  friendly  focial  way  for  ma¬ 
ny  iienentions:  fome  few  exceptions 
happen,  as  in  modern  families, 
wl.crc  envy,  ambition,  avarice,  or  want 
of  fome  accommodation,  might  excite 
f»me  finali  quarrels:  But  the  firft  caufe 
of  great  wars  cDuld  only  happen  when 
tht  children  of  different  parents  met  on 
their  frontiers,  or  when  the  children  of 
the  fame  ftock  were  difperlcd  fo  far  as  to 
pay  a  greater  regard  to  their  own  pri¬ 
vate  iiitereft,  than  to  their  relations.

That  is  more  furpri- 
hng  than  any  thing  you  have  told  me 
before;  pray,  Were  they  invented  by 
ii'cn,  or  difeovered  to  them  by  God  ? 

Druid  You  have  already  heard,  that 
fome  people  think  they  were  the  gift  of 
Ooil,  5(c.  &c. ;  but  a  little  attention  to 
thf  tollowing  fails  will  fully  fatisfy  you, 
tha»  though  letters  arc  not  natural  to 
man,  like  fpecch,  yet  they  were  really 
invented  by  men,  and,  like  other  human 
have  gradually  advanced  to  their 
prefent  periedion,  after  being  for  many 
ages  very  coarfe  and  impcrftil.  The 
Chincie  have  no  letters,  but  charailers 
tor  every  principal  objcil,  which  has 
multiplied  them  toan  iocomprehcnfible 
number.  The  Egypthn  hieroglyphics 
Were  a  feeble  attempt  to  convey  ideas. 
And  which  the  pr lefts  interpreted  as  they 
faw  proper.  The  Runick  charailcrs 


were  alfo  very  obfeure  reprefentaliont 
of  people's  minds. 

Letters  were  at  laft  invented  in  Alia  in 
a  very  imperfed  way,  having  no  vowels ; 
fo  that  the  confonants  could  only  be 
read  by  thofe  who  underftood  the  lan¬ 
guage:  and  as  the  confonants  can  fre¬ 
quently  be  read  with  different  vowels^ 
oppofitc  meanings  are  alloted  to  the 
fame  words,  which  has  bred  many  con- 
fufions  which  can  never  be  cleared  up, 
even  the  natives  in  thofe  countries  giving 
a  contrary  account  of  their  meanings, 
and  much  lefs  can  modern  tranflations 
be  depended  on :  and  the  (hapes  of  fome 
letters' are  fo  like  others,  that  they  arc 
frequently  miftaken  for  others :  long  af¬ 
ter  which  indiftindt  letters,  one  Cadmut 
(which  fignifies  an  Eatlcrling,  or  Eaft 
country-man)  brought  over  fixteen  let¬ 
ters  to  Greece,  to  which  the  philoibphert 
foon  added  eight  or  ten  more ;  and  they 
further  improved  them,  by  giving  dif- 
tind  letters  for  the  vowels,  and  no 
points,  which  fome  had  introduced^  to 
redify  the  want  of  them,  but  which, 
being  frequently  mi<i>laccd,  occafioned 
great  errors. 

The  Romans  completed  the  work,  by 
giving  a  finer  letter,  and  more  legible cha- 
radcr  than  any  of  the  former.  One  kind 
is  grai'der,  for  engraving  or  imprinting 
with  a  ftcel  pen  on  lead  or  marble:  ano¬ 
ther  more  flender,  fit  for  writing  with  a 
bodkin  or  pencil,  on  wax  or  paper  leaves; 
tlat  fort  is  called  the  Italic  letter ;  and 
thefe  two  are  fo  fine,  that  it  is  proba¬ 
ble  they  will  be  continued  fo  long  as  the 
world  lafts.  Now,  as  God  never  made 
his  work  for  man  to  mend,  had  he  in¬ 
vented  letters,  he  would  never  have  al¬ 
lowed  himfeljf  to  be  out-done  Uy  the 
Romans. — More  of  this,. perhaps,  here¬ 
after.

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Let  \J8  then  ndore  the  good  Lord, 
who  confers  on  us  t-be  digntty  refutting 
from  free  agency,  and  yet  guides  and 
condttvts  11*,  if  we  chute  to  accept  of  bis 
ufKftince,  in  the  path«  of  virtue,  and 
then  rev'ardsus  amply  and  liberally  for 
the  whole! 

With  all  thefe  iricftimaWc  bldlings 
acenmnUted  upon  him,  whtt  returns  of 
duly  and  graliimtc  might  not  be  ex- 
]»eded  from  man  r  but  alas  I  inftead  (»f 
thankfuInclG  ux'  tind  murmnriug  anti 
difcoB'ent;  inlUau  of  the  gtateful 
rctignalicm  to  hi»  will,  and  the  mull 
hearty  t4>ediefu'e  to  his  law?,  we  tind 
him  waiitoiiW  indulging  in  every  thing 
forNdden,  and  r  icking  his  invcntii>n  to 
Contrive  the  moll  criminal  plan  of  difo-

•nd  drtpair,  that  fiend  from  whole  att.acks 
no  realoning.  ram  favc,  i?  ready  to  lay 
linld  0.1  I.im;  when,  la  I  detcendfng 
from  the  throne  of  mercy,  Hope,  re-aui- 
fTiatisg  Hope  !  comes  commiflioned  to 
<lifprl  his  tears:  and  that  very  Beif>g, 
vs'hoie  juP.  iiHiignation  caiMed  all  the 
terrors  »  f  h*!*  foul,  i«  the  ft»ft  to  ofier 
^lim  coiifida’ion  and  pardon,  on  no  har- 
'derterons  than  hr$  being  willing  to  ac¬ 
cept  of  it.  At  this  amazing  clifplay  of 
'Divine  beneficence,  the  whde  univerfe 
of  intelligent  beings  arc  loft  in  wonder, 
and  exprrfs  their  joy  by  the  loudeft  ap- 
Tlstilc*  This  pardon  is  given  of  G‘*d's 
ft*ee^  bounty  without  nrceflRty  or  con- 
ftraint ;  yrt,  i»f  his  infinite  wifdom,  he 

Uetermlncd  that  it  ihould  be  ^ra&tcd 


with  the  utmoft  pomp  and  folemnity: 
Accordingly,  a  divine  perfon  is  made  to 
appear  as  an  interceflTor  to  folictf  pardon 
for  the  guilty  wretch,  and  to  obtain  it 
on  condition  oi  himfelf  undergoing  the 
mofi  treiitendousfuflrenngs,  as  a  fatisfac- 
tion  to  the  incenfed  Deity. 

Doubtlef*  God,  of  his  boundlefs  mer¬ 
cy,  could  have  granted  an  amnefty  to 
his  penitent  creatures  without  fatisfac- 
tion,  and  without  an  intercefTor;  but,* 
f*»r  w'ife  reafons  known  to  himfelf,  this 
gb>riou8,  beneficent  tranfattiun  has  been 
conducted  other  wife. 

If  we  might  prctetid  to  guefs,  we 
w’ould  fay  that  this  awful  feene,  which 
was  aiSItil  on  our  earth,  in  the  moR  ib 
lulfrioiis  period  of  the  w^irld,  was  cal¬ 
culated  to  imprefs  men  with  a  ftrong 
feiife  of  the  pe^'nicious  nature  of  moral 
evil,  which  <K*cafinned  a  ruin  in  the 
works  of  God,  that  fuch  dreadful  means 
w’crc  foimd  nVccfl'ary  to  repair. 

Befides  that  of  purchaling  and  procu¬ 
ring  pardon,  this  divine  Perfon  h^d  alfo 
anoiher  defign  iu  iiia  viut  to  the  world; 
namely,  to  publilh  a  miKC  complete  re¬ 
velation  of  the  will  of  God,  more  fub- 
hme,  pei  fe‘^1,  and  even  more  cafy  n^ea- 
fures  of  rbedicnce,  than  ever  were 
known  before.  He  gave  alfo  a  certain 
promitic  of  fuper natural  aftiftance  to  all 
good  mep,  which,  though  we  may  rea- 
fonably  think  it  was  in  a’d  ages  beftowed 
upon  good  men,  yet  never  before  that 
time  CQuhl  be  fo  certainly  exprt^ted. .  He 
deelaied  too,  that  in  due  time  he  would 
return  to  fnromon  all  the  werM  before 
him;  to  cxauixinc  how  each  perfon  had 
conformed  to  the  known  laws  cf  God, 
and  improved  the  means  of  hanpinefs, 
and  accordingly  to  difpcnfe  rewards  and 
puiiiOimvtiti',  immenfe  both  in  degree 
and  ill  duration.  With  that  great  de- 
.esfire  day  in  view,  the  g'lod  man  may 
chcarfully  fupport  all  the  calamities  thtf 
can  befal  him  in  this  life;  and  the  wic¬ 
ked  may  well  tremble,  though  rioting, 
in  the  fuccefs  of  his  criminil  purfuiis* 
^'h2t  day  wiH  be  diftinguifticd  with  a 
difplay  of  all  the  fplendor  of  Diiinc  Ma- 
jefly,  all  the  terrors  of  omnijioieiicc 
armed  againft  the  guilty,  and  all  the 
boundhrls  goodr.cfs  of  a  Being  v  ho  de¬ 
lights  in  rewarding  the  virtuous  !  How 
great  then  wijl  be  your  tranfports  of 
joy  you  happy  and  exalted  fouls,  who 
have  borne  the  heavy  load  of  poverty 
without  repining,  or  ufed  affluence  with 
modcratiai  I  whofe  hearts  have  cv0 
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thr)!»brd  at  the  diftrefs  of  others,  and 
wijolc  hands  have  been  ever  open  to  relieve 
them?  Ye  who  have  refifted  the  temp- 
luions  of  this  world,  the  fplend<ir  of 
amhitioe,  the  baits  of  intcreft,  and  the 
all  irtmcnts  of  pleafnre,  ywur  prefent 
ielf  deninl  lhal!  be  then  nobly  compen- 
1  .tc-d.— But  when  I  dirc(it  my  thoughts 
tv)  the  piinilhmcnt  of  tbofe  miferafelcvde- 
liiilnl  creatures,  who  have  picpoftrrouny 
purchafed  their  own  condemnation,  na¬ 
ture  reroih,  and  the  blood  runs  cold 
within  me.  Suffice  it  to  fay,  that  all  the 
ni.)(t  dreadful  pains  known  in  this  life 
have  been  employed  in  fcrinture  to  (ha- 
liow  out,  and  that  but  faintly,  the  un- 
iit’erable  mifery  of  their  doom!  And 
who  can  pretend  to  fet  bounds  to-  the 
wM’h  of  an  incenfed  Deity-r— Hut  let 
\5j5  return  from  this  melancholy  Iccne  to 
the  tnnfporting  profpe^t  of  the  happi- 
nJs  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  virtuous  :  To 
dwell  a  little  on  this  topic  may  tend  to 
cxeilc  in  us  an  ardent  defire  to  be  among 
the  Inopy  number,  and  engage  us  to 
f(tc!)  a  deportment  as  may  at  laft  lead 
Us  thither.  To  pretend  to  give  a  de- 
feription  of  this  date  accurately,  would 
tivoiir  more  of  vanity  than  witdom. 
The  fci  i^Ttiire  fpeaks  ittyftically  concern¬ 
ing  it,  and  couches  under  allegorieg 
what  it  his  declared  on  the  fubjetft. 
The  triumphant  fong  of  Mofes  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  employing  their  voices,  \thilc 
every  heart  is  attuned  to  joy,  and  aW  are 
exulting  in  the  wonderful  and  beneficent 
works  of  their  Creator.  Wc  may  rca- 
fonably  prefume,  thst  one  part  of  their 
employment  will*  be  to  trace  back  the 
fteps  of  Providence  in  its  adminiftration 
in  this  world,  and  to  examine  with 
admiral  ion  bv  what  fcemingly  trivial 
c.infes  the  greateft  revolutions  in  human 
cHiirs  have  been  brofight  about.  Th^ 
exliibiti-mg  of  Divine  Wfdomin  the  crea¬ 
tion  w'iil  alfo  employ  their  profoundefi 
tefearches.  We  m^y  conclude  too,  from 
what  \re  experience  in  this  Mtc,  where,  if 
we  are  not  utterly  depraved,  wefeel  oor- 
fdves  a) wavs  tending  to  greater  perfec¬ 
tion  either  in  body  or  mind  ;  the  Weffed 
willftill  have  their  iutellretiral  pbwers  im¬ 
proved,  and  ftlll  receive  new  acceffions 
to  their  mural  ekcellendes,  to  the  ex- 
qnifitenefs  of  their  perceptions,  and,  in 
a  word,  to  the  fum  of  their  latitude, 
which,  agreeable  to  the  unbounded  ge- 
nerofity°of  the  Deity,  will  always  be  in- 
creafiog  to  endlefs  ages..  Thne^hry'ftili 
will  be  as  happy  as  their  nature  can  per- 
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mit;  but  their  nature  (till  improving,  Ihrip 
happinefs  will  be  (HU  enlarging.  Tho' 
tlieir  obedience  will  not  be  required  under 
fdch  dreadful  penalties  as  here  below,  yet^ 
from  a  principle  of  love  and  gratitude,  thetf 
will  purfue  the  (tudy  of  well-doing  witl^ 
much  greater  earneftnefs,  and  more 
uninterrupted  conftancy,  than  forniTrlir 
in  this  workl,  when  their  etcim.sHntercfr 
was  at  flake^  and  depended  irpbft  their 
cimdudl.  In  thili  ftudy  of  holinefs,  it  m 
reafonabhe  to  fuppofe  that  Tome  will  out-' 
drip  the  reft;  but  all  will  make  tHuftrious 
proficiency,  and  their  progrefe  will  bH 
attended  with  a  proportionable  augfiieA-» 
tation  of  bHfs.

As 
he  reafons  w'ithout  principle,  his  judg- 
tr.ert  has  its  intervals  like  the  folly  of 
ethers.  He  has  a  clear  head,  but  a  cor- 
I'ug.t  heart.  He  thinks  of  every  thing, 
and  treats  every  thing  with  dcrifion. 

He  is  a  libertine  without  aconftitu- 
t»on  for  pleafiire;  and  can  moralize 
morality.  His  vanity  io  cxcef- 


five,  but  his  avarice  dill  greater:  he 
therefore  writes  Icfs  for  fame  than  mo¬ 
ney,  for  which  he  may  be  faid  both  to 
hunger  and  third.  He  is  in  hade 'to 
work,  that  he  may  hade  to  live.  Hp 
was  made  to  enjoy,  and  determines  only 
to  hoard.  Such  is  the  man,  and  fuch  ii 
the  author. 

There  is  no  other  poet  in  the  worlcj 
whofe  veiTes  cod  him  fo  little  labour  ; 
but  this  facility  of  compoiition  hurts 
him,  breaufe  he  abufes  it.  As  there  is 
but  little  for  art  to  fupply,  he  is  content 
that  little  fliould  be  wanting;  therefore 
mod  of  his  pieces  are  unfinifhed :  but 
though  he  is  an  caly,  ingenious,  and  ele¬ 
gant  writer  of  poetry,  his  principal  ex¬ 
cellence  would  be  hidory,  if  he  made 
fewer  reflcidions,  and  drew  no  parallels  ; 
in  both  of  which,  however,  he  has  fomc- 
times  been  very  happy.  In  his  lad  work 
he  has  imitated  the  manner  of  Bayle,  of 
whom,  even  in  his  cenfure  of  him,  he 
has  exhibited  a  copy. 

It  has  been  long  laid,  that,  for  an  hif- 
torian  to  be  without  prejudice,  he  mult 
neither  have  religion  nor  country;  and, 
in  this  fcfpcdt,  M.  Voltaire  has  made 
great  advances  toward  perfeiftion.  He 
cannot  l>e'accufed  (#f  being  a  partifan  to 
his  own  nation ;  he  is  rather  like  old 
fellows,  extolling  the  times  pad,  and 
abufing  the  prelent.  .  He  is  dilTatisficd 
w'ith  his  own  country,  and  lavilh  in  his 
praife  of  thofe  that  are  a  thoufand  leagues 
ofi':  and  as  to  religion,  he  is  in  that  alfo 
evidently  undetermined,  and  would  cer¬ 
tainly  be  the  neutral  and  impartial  per- 
fon  fo  much  defired,  but  for  a  little  lea¬ 
ven  of  anti-janicnifm,  which  appears  ve¬ 
ry  plainly  didinguilhed  in  hi$  works. 

Voltaire  has  much  foreign,  and  muck 
French  literature ;  nor  is  he  deficient  in 
that  lort  of  mixed  erudition  that  is  novir 
fo  much  in  falhion.  He  is  a  politician, 
a  naluralid,  a  geometrician,  or  whatever 
elfe  he  pleafes;  but  he  is  always  fuperfik 
cial,  becaufe  he  is  not  able  to  think 
deeply.  He  could  not,  however,  flourifk 
as  he  d<^s  upon  theft  fiibjeds  without 
great  ingenuity.  " 

His  tade  is  rather  delicate  than  jud : 
he  is  a  witty  fatirid,  a  bad  critic,  and  a 
dabbler  in  the  abdraded  fciences :  ima* 
gination  is  his  element,  and  yet,  drangt 
as  it  is,  he  has  no  invention.  He  is  re^ 
proached  with  continually  palling  from 
one  extreme  to  another :  now  a  philarf-* 
thropift,  then  a  cynic :  now  an  exceffivt 
cocoraiad>  then  an  outrageous  latinft^«/> 
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!n  a  word,  Voltaire  would  fain  be  an 
eulraord inary  man;  and  an  extraorUina* 
xy  man  he  mod  ccrtaiul)  is  !

parting  for  the  feene  of  pleafnre  at  Ty- 
oarn.  “  Was  there  ever  Inch  a  fellow? 
has  no  more  taftc  than  a  Hottentot  !** 


I  was  acquainted  xvith  a  perfdn  of  a* 
Rill  morif  (iiignlar  call.  His  foie  enjoyh 
ment  was  the  attending  of  funerals.  Hi 
xvas  a  man  of  an  cafy  independent  for¬ 
tune,  which  however  he  ran  uut  In  a 
few  years,  by  the  fuptrfluous  expencei 
created  by  his  regularly  accompanying 
any  funeral  of  confcquencc  to  the  remo* 
left  part  of  England. 

His  foie  employment  in  town  was  td 
enquire  at  the  undertakers,  when  theri 
would  be  a  haiulfomc  funeral  ?  When 
he  heard  of  the  death  of  any  great  mart 
through  the  channel  of  the  papers,  he 
immediately  made  the  circuit  of  the 
whole  town  to  know  who  had  the  job, 
and  then  prepared  to  accompany  it.  Hi 
has  often  been  to  York,  and  the  confined 
of  Scotland,  to  be  prefent  at  the  inter¬ 
ment  of  a  nobleman  or  gentleman ;  and 
in  this  refped  he  was  no  way  biafted  b]f 
party  or  religion ;  it  was  the  fame'to  hint 
if  he  was  Whig  or  Tory,  cnit  nr  in;

of  his  glory,  and  being  knoxvn  to  ino<l  cf 
the  undertakers,  and  their  conftant  com¬ 
panion  in  their  peregrinations,  they  fel^ 
dom  or  ever  refufed  him  this  requeft. 
Bcing'enlircly  inattentive  to  his  own  af¬ 
fairs,  he  found  himlVff  in  a  Rate  of  diP 
tref*<  xxhrn  he  did  not  expert  it:  yet’, 
though  reduced  to  almcft  the  want  of 
the  common  nectifarics  of  life,  his  paf- 
fion  for  .death-hunting  ftlll  prevailed  J 
and  when  he  ci<uld  not  ride  he  walked 
on  foot.  But  whenever  the  journey  wa* 
of  any  length,  he  bribed  the  bcarle-drw 
ver  to  let  him  be  an  infide  paflenger 
with  the  corpfr.  '  In  this  doleful  ftatc  he* 
traverfed  England  more  than  once;  but 
unfortunately  at  length  fell  a  martyr  ta 
hh  ftrangc  whim.  Being  an  infide  *paf- 
lengtr,'upon  one  of  tbefe  folemn  bccali-, 
ons,  in  very  hot  xveather,  and  there  be¬ 
ing  no  air  hole,  as  tficrc  ufually  was,  in" 
the  hearle ;  x^h'en  they  took  out  the 
corptc,  they  found  him  fufibcated,  fty 
that  he  littcrallv  attended  his  own  fune¬ 
ral,  as  he  was  buried  in  the  (ame  grave 
with  the  gentleman  on  whole  account 
the  cavalca^  was  made.
